DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
A DEFENDANT'S STORY.

ARMS, AMMUNITION AND 
FISHING TACKLE. 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

A young man named James Cowley, de- 
scribed as the caretaker of Plunket’s Mait- 
ings, Island Bridge, appeared on remand, 
charged with being in tne illegal possession 
of two rifles (one a German air gun) and an 
automatic pistol, with 68 rounds of ammun- 
tion, capable of being used. When the case 
was before the court a week ago Mr. Cussen 
ordered a remand in custody to give the ac- 
cused man time to think out a ** reasonable 
explanation’’ as to why he was in possession 
of the arms and ammunition forming the sub- 
ject of the charge. On that occasion Cowley 
declared that everything involved in the 
charge belonged to his father, who had died 
recently, aa that ha (the defendant) had 
never used them for any irregular purpose. 

On entering the dock ‘ast Saturday, Cowley 
said that he could make no statement other 
than that which he had already made. He 
admitted that he had no certificate under the 
Firearms Act to be in possession of the 
articles mentioned. 

Mr. P. H. O'Reilly, solicitor, on behalf of 
the defendant, said that, with regard to the 
fishing coats, nets, the mackintoshes and the 
boat, mentioned at the last hearing of the 
case, his client was willing to hand them over 
at once to the Fishery Conseivators. He (Mr. 
O'Reilly) would leave the arms and ammuni- 
tion to the discretion of the justice. Every- 
thing would be handed up forthwith. 

Mr. Cussen pointed out that the defendant 
had not responded to his request to make a 
clean breast of it,’’ notwithstanding the 
fact that he had had a week in Mountjoy to 
think the matter over. i 

To the defendant—Will you now tell me 
why you have had these guns and ammuni- 
tion since 1926? What was your purpose in 
having them? 

The Defendant—I found them in the pro 
perty left to me by my father when he died 
in 1926. 

Mr, O’Reilly—I can state on the authority 
of his employers, Messrs. Plunket, who know 
him for a number of years, that he has never 
im associated with any illegal organisa- 

ion. 

Mr. Cussen—Until I get a proper explana 
tion from the defendant I must assume that 
the automatic pistol was kept by the de. 
fendant for the purpose of holding up people 
and, perhans, makine raids on houses. 

SHOOTING OF SALMON. 

Mr. O'Reilly urged that the defendant had 
no intention of holding-up people or raiding 
shops. He might have had notions of shoot- 
ing salmon in the Liffey, because that was 
an offence which in other instances had been 
yroved in that Court. “ Admittedly,”’ said 
Mr. O'Reilly, ‘‘ the defendant has acted more 
or less foolishly, but there is no reason for 
him now to attempt to alter his original] 
statement.” 

Mr, Cuesen (to Inspector Curran)\—Do vou 
know that prosecutions have occurred for 
shooting salmon in the Liffey? 

Inspector Curran—Yes; it has happened, 
and there have been prosecutions.The auto- 
matic pistol would have been most useful for 
that purpose.

EgAR Mary,—The other day I was 
discussing the advantages and disad- 
vantages of life in a flat with some 

friends who propose to take one in Dublin. 
Two .or three of those present were, like 
myself, experiencerl ‘‘ flatters,’”” and some 
interesting sidelights were thrown on the art 
of nvighboyrliness, which, though of the first. 
importance when one is divided from one’s 
neighbours by nothing more than a ceiling, 
appears to be ‘‘ more honoured in the breach 
than the observance.’”’ 

Thoughtlessness rather than malice is the 
source of most annoyances inflicted on cne* 
another by near neighbours. For example, 
one is inclined to forget that constant con 
versation on the stairs ‘when separate doors 
are not provided) are-generally audible to the 
inhabitants of the next flat, and are a very 
real disturbance, 


Silence After 11 p.m. 


Where gramaphones, wireless and musica} 
instruments are not excluded by the contract 
it should be an unwritten law that silence 
prevails after 11 p.m. at the latest; yet a 
number of my friends had to complain of 
bursts, of music disturbing midnight slumbers. 

Of course, there will. be occasions when "nn 
exception may be madt—a late party, for 
instance—but then the courtesy of a warning 
to the people immediately above and below 
will eliminate all risk of annoyance. 

Most of the big Dublin houses which are 
being converted into flats are solidly built, 
and, therefore, reasonably sound-proof; but, 
though this is so, a ‘‘ flatter’’ should vre- 
member that it is hardly fair to others to 
open a door communicating with the stair- 
way while Caruso or an orchestra is in fuil 
blast on the gramaphone. 

I myself have suffered excruciating pangs 
from th: sudden hanging of doors even two 
flights below my landing at the abominable 
hour of 1 a.m., when I was just settling down 
to my. first sleep! A moment’s reflection on 
the part of my neighbours should be sufficient 
to put an end to such a lack of considera- 
tion—but no! A letter of remornstrance was 
necessary, and that produced little effect. 


The “ Handy Man.” 


Then there is the ‘‘ handy man’’ (save the 
mark!) next door, who has a passion for 
altering the position of all his pictures and 
hammering in new nails for them just before 
the dawn. And vhen, because he has to go to 
business bright and early, he winds up his 
alarm clock and sets the fiendish instrument 
near his open window to shatter his dreams 
and mine, like the trump of doom, at half- 
past six in the morning. Ugh! It makes it 
hard to observe the commandment to “love 
thy neighbour.”’ 

As against this, there is the courtesy of 
my second floor neighbour, who, though 
under no obligation to do so, leaves her Jand- 
ing light burning till she goes to bed, to 
light the way to my flight of stairs, and, 
crowning virtue, when she goes for holidays, 
gives me permission to use her electric switch 
and leaves me the key of the room in which 
it is placed. I gathered from my friend’s 
conversation that such kindness is rare, yet 
the expense involved is nothing compared 
with the comfort and the friendly atmo- 
sphere created, 


Those Peis. 


Perhaps, the worst annoyance from which 
flat-dwellers are liable to suffer is a pet cat 
or a dog. These are usually the property of 
basement or hall-flat tenants; for the others 
have no garden, and nine times out of ten 
the animals are allowed to stray from their 
proper quarters. Have you ever endured 
the persistent barking or whining of an ill- 
trained dog at night? Or suffered from a 
neglected and equally untrained cat wander- 
ing up your stairs and into your rooms? 

For humanity's sake, ‘‘ flatters”’ who keep 
pets. should see they are not a nuisance to 
others. A tight wooden framework covered 
with fine wire netting is a fairly efficient 
gate on a stairway, and will often circum- 
vent the wandering propensities even of a 
cat. Apropos of this, I have been driven to 
take the disinfecting of a basement cat into 
my own hands, and learned from a chemist 
that the most effective method is to mix Lysol 
with water till it is the colour of deep amber, 
then brush thoroughly into the animal’s coat 
with a soft brush. As the mixture dries out 
it sets up fumes which kill the vermin. 

At this time of year even the hest-kept 
cats and dogs are hkely to acquire undesir- 
able companions, which even Keating's 
powder, good as it is, will not dislodge en- 
tirely, so they should be brushed thoroughly 
with diluted Lysol at least every second day. 


Another Salad. 


To change the subject! I was very glad of 
your hints on salad-making, and wonder if 
you have ever tried a novel. ‘‘ candle salad ”' 
with which a friend of mine recently added 
to the attractiveness of her supper table? 
Here is the recipe :— 

Required for each individual salad a crisp 
lettuce leaf, a slice of pineapple, half a 
hanana, a strip of green angelica and half a 
Brazil nut. 

Place the pineapple on the lettuce, stick 
the banana (which must be straight) in the 
centre of the slice, and fix the Brazil nut on 
top of the banana. 

Cut the angelica in two pieces, bend each 
in the form of a handle, and stick the ends 
into the sides of the banana. 

The Brazil nut, if kept dry beforehand. 
may be lighted just before serving, and will 
burn for a few minutes owing to the oil it 
contains, 

Other ingredients should be served in 
separate dishes—radishes, sliced cucumber 
soaked in vinegar (by the way, cucumber 
should. not be mixed with other things, as it 
discolours them in a very short time), sliced 
beetroot, scallions, and so on. Each person 
can thus mix a salad to taste.—Yours, 


AILEEN. 
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Before planning to serve hors-d’ceuvre go 
carefuly through your larder, for all the odds 
and ends will come in usefully. It is an 
economical way of using up “ left-overs.”’ 
The end of a joint. for example, can be cut 
up very small and mixed with some cold 
boiled potatoes, and thus converted into a 
meat salad. 

You can treat fish the same way,. or it 
can be mixed with plain boiled rice and 
tomato. Eggs should be herd-boiled, cnt 
lengthways, covered with mayonnaise, and 
decorated with a little pimento. 

Salads of all kinds can be used for hors- 
d’cenvre. French beans which have been left 
whole, cooked in the ordinary way, and then 
covered with oil, are excellent... Celery, 
sliced very fine and covered with a little 
cream, well seasoned with salt and pepper, 
makes another dish, eee 

Very popular is a tin of corn, drained of 
its liquid | and mixed with whipped cream, 1s 
likewise always popular. Tomatoes should be 
skinned and sliced and covered with oil and 
vinegar and sprinkled with chopped parsley. 
Alternatively, they can be stuffed with a 
variety of things, such as meat, fish or 
vegetables. Equal. quantities of cheese and 
carrot grated very fine, moistened with 
mayonnaise, make an unusual filling. 

Little créutons of bread, which have been 
fried in butter to a golden brown, can be 
covered with any amount of “ varieties.” 
Take a créuton and spread thickly with some 
cream cheese which has been mixed with 
some finely-chopped pimento, and decorate 
the top with a stuffed olive. Or, take a 
créuton and cover with anchovy butter (this 
is made by mixing anchovy essence drop b 
drop with the butter, working it together 
until it is a delicate pink colour). | 

Take a large olive and remove the stone. 
fill with the butter, place in the centre of 
the crouton, and curl a whole anchovy round 
the olive. 

No hors-d’cuvre is complete without a tin 
of sardines or some whole anchovies in .oil. 
Plain vegetables, such as . radishes, 
onions and cucumber, sh be used,

Small Refrigerators for 
Small Ffomes 


Aileen writes :—Having suffered in the 
past few days from all the household miseries 
due to sudden hot weather—limp lettuce, 
melted butter, oily cheese, sour milk, meat 
unfit for use, and jellies that would not set— 
I was more than interested by an invitation 
to inspect the new Electrolux Refrigerator, 
an advertisement for which appears in these 
columns to-day. 

The exterior of shining white enamel and 
the interior !ined with pure porcelain convey 
in themselves a delicious suggestion of cool- 
ness, cleanliness and convenience. I[ im- 
mediately coveted a model for my fiat, 
which, like most flats, lacks a cool larder. 
In the ‘‘ baby ” refrigerator, which stands 
Sft. 10in. high, there are four shelvés with 
i storage capacity. of 4 cubic feet, and two 
drawers divided into sections for making 
ice-blocks or ice-creams, while jellies will 
“get” on the lowest shelf. in an incredibly 
short time if the curfent is left running. 

To keep meat, milk, fruit, vegetables, etc.,- 
fresh, it 18, however, only necessary to run 
the current for about an hour between meals. 
When the current is not running the 
temperature is maintained below forty-five 
per cent. till the door is opened again. An 
idea of the low cost of maintenance may be 
gathered from the fact that one unit of 
electricity will run the ‘‘baby’’ model for 
five hours on end. As for ordinary purposes 
it is only required 4o run for-ene hour in 
five, this means fifteen hours’ cold storage for 
one unit. 

The “baby” refrigerator costs £33 10s., 
and for a slight extra charge all models may 
be obtained on the convenient hire-purchase 
system. The next size, with a: storage 
capacity of 6 cubic feet, is specially désigned 
to serve a double purpose in flats or small 
houses, where space counts. This ‘ kitchen ’ 
model stands about 3ft. high, so that the 
top, of porcelain or marble, forms an ideal 
kitchen table. This model, and a still larger 
one, may be had in designs for use with 
paraffin, where gas or electricity is not laid 
on. 

In addition to their attractive appearance, 
eficiency, -and low working cost, the 
Electrolux refrigerators have the advantage 
of possessing. no moving machinery to get 
out of order, and are quite silent—had I not 
seen the switch turned on I should not have 
known the '“ baby ” was running.

Charles O’Conor. 


Charles O’Conor, of Belnagare, about 
whose memoirs the Rev. C. O'Conor, S.J., 
of °-Rathfarnham, is inquiring, was born 
at Kilmactrasny, in Sligo, and was tauglit 
Irish and Latin by a Franciscan friar, 
who knew no English. He was one of 
Dr. Johnson’s correspondents, and his 
great collection of Irish MSS. contained 
the only then known original of the first 
part of the Annals of the Four Masters. 
In fact, it was O’Conor’s writings that 
induced John O’Donovan to take up the 
annals as his life study. The first volume 
of his memoirs was published in 1796 by 
his grandson, but the second volume, 
which is the part Father O’Conor is look- 
ing for, was never published. 

His grandson, the Rev. Charles 
O'Conor, brother of Matthew, the 
military historian, was the eccentric 
bibliographer whom the Marquis of 
Buckingham employed to arrange and 
translate the elder O’Conor’s MSS. and 
catalogue the library at Stowe. He was 
educated at Rome, got his D.D. in 1791. 
and was parish priest of Kileevin, in 
Roscommon, from 1792 until 1798. His 
most important work was the great 
Rerum Hibernicarum Seriptores Veteres 
in four volumes, of which Buckingham 
printed two hundred copies at Stowe at a 
cost of £3,000. Early in the campaign 
for Catholic emancipation he wrote in 
favour of the veto: His famous letters. 
Columbanus ad Hibernos, were considered 
unorthodox, and Archbishop Troy sus- 
pended him in 1812. In manners he was 
said to be a peculiar mixture of Irishman 
and Italian, and he was ‘“‘ fond of good 
living and his bottle of port.”’ 


Ghe Use of Forks. 


The introduction into England of forks 
for eating meat has been attributed to 
Thomas Coryate the traveller, and the 
opposition to their introduction and use 
arose because they were not considered to 
be so cleanly as the use of fingers, and 
were also supposed to do away with the 
use of napkins. Ben Jonson was a friend 
oi Coryate; and, in his comedy, “The 
Divell is an Asse ” (1616), he makes a 
character speak of forks—‘‘ Forks, what 
be they?” Then follows the reply as to 
the use of forks “ brought into custom 
here as they are in Italy, to the saving 
of napkins.” ‘The early users of forks 
were laughed at, because it was supposed 
to be a form of foppery to carry them, as 
the fashion was, in a case in the pocket, 
to be brought out and shown with much

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HOSPITAL, 
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Brigands ”’ 
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TWO-DAY FETE THIS WEEK. 

An open-air féte in aid of the funds of 
Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital will be held, by 
kind permission of the Provost and Mrs. 
Gwynn, in the Provost and Fellows’ Garden, 
Trinity College, Dublin, on the afternoons 
of Wednesday and Thursday of this week. 
While it will give them an opportunity of 
seeing this beautiful garden and the sur- 
rounding University buildings, apart from the 
many sheusaned which the féte will afford, 
visitors will have the satisfaction of feeling 
that they are contributing to the maintenance 
of one of the most important charities in the 
country. 

Sir Patrick Dun, a physician, was a native 
of Aberdeen, who settled in Dublin in the 
latter half of the seventeenth century, and 
rapidly became a prominent figure in social 
and professional circles. He died in 1715, and 
left his property for the purpose of establish- 
ing and endowing professorships in the Dublin 
Medical School. By the end of the eighteenth 
century the value of this property had 
greatly increased in amount. There existed 
in Dublin then great want for a hospital 
where clinical instruction might be given, and 
in consequence the Irish Parliament decided 
to appropriate part of the funds of Sir 
Patrick Dun’s estate for the building of such 
a hospital. After much discussion a site 
was chosen, and the main block of the 
present building was completed and opened 
the reception of patients in the 
year 1808. At that date the hospital 
was on the outskirts of the city. 
Since then an important industrial area has 
crown up around and beyond it, with the 
result that year by year the work of the 
hospital has increased, while at the same time 
the funds with which it was originally en- 
dowed have sadly diminished. 

The hospital now deals with nearly 30,000 
external patients and between 1,500 and 1,800 
internal patients every year. To maintain 
this splendid work and bring the hospital up 
to date funds are urgently needed 

Among the special attractions of the /éte 
will be a band promenade, a children’s corner 
with a punch and judy show, and many 
novelties, while a sports committee has 
organised an American tennis tournament 
and competitions in ladder golf and clock 
golf.  “ Treasure hunts’’ and a Klondyke 
digging competition also will be provided. 
A palmist skilled in all the lore of the craft 
may be consulted in this section. On the 
second day of the féte a bridge tournament 
in pleasant indoor quarters has the arranged. 

The stalls will be both varied and numerous. 
The Oriental stall will contain a large 
number of objects of art which have been 
brought direct from the East. This stall is 
sure to attract much attention, and will form 
a contrast to the antique stall, where many 
objects of interest to the collector will be 
exhibited. Among the other stalls may be 
mentioned a book stall, a hospital work stall, 
a country produce stall, a china and house- 
hold stall, a sweet stall, and a tea tent and 
an ices and lemonade stall.

THE PROJECTED SEAPLANE BASE. 
Kanturk Man’s Plans for Cork Harbour : Possible 
Change in Cork Mayoralty : Exhibition 
Project Flagging : Cathedral Service 
for Church Workers.

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENTs 
CORK, Sunday. 


UCH interest has been aroused 
locally by the proposal recently put 
forward on behalf of the O’Connor Trans- 
Atlantic Airways ne tre BN New. York, 
for the establishment of the port of Cork 
as the aerial poured to Europe. The 
vast expanse of Cork Harbour is ideally 
suited for adaptation as a seaplane base, 
and the angient inscription on the Cork 
Coat of Arms, Statio Bene Fida Carims, 
can be applied with equal truth to ftying- 
boats, for there is ample shelter within 
the harbour at all times, irrespective of 
weather ditions. 

I understand that, for the purpose of 
his calculations in the matter, Mr. James 
Price, the Harbour Board’s engineer, has 
selected a site at White Point, estimating 
the cost of the facilities required at ten 
thousand pounds. As this would include 
the construction of a huge conerete s!ip, 
together with the erection of large 
hangars, repair shops, Customs and other 
buildings, for which the Airways 
Corporation are prepared to pay a 
reasonable rent, the expenditute furnishes 
no obstacle. Besides, it is possible that 
these facilities could be provided at a 
lower cost at Aghada, where the founda- 
tion of seaplane base constructed by the 
United States Navy during the war still 
remains. 

Air services between Queenstown and 
London and Paris are a constituent part 
of the scheme, and these should have 
beneficial effects in several directions. 
The guiding force behind these projected 
trans-ocean air services is Mr, John P. 
O’Connor, who was born in Kanturk. His 
cousin, Mr. J. D. O'Connor, is a promi- 
nent member of the Cork County Council. 


POWERFUL SEAPLANES. 


I learn that ihe seaplane to be used 
in these services is a huge ten-motored 
machine, with an upper wing span of 150 
feet, which was designed by Mr. 
O'Connor, and is now being built in New 
York. It is claimed that it can maintain 
an economical cruising speed of 110-115 
miles per hour, with a full pay load of 
eight tons on six motors, and can fly on 
four motors towards the end of the 
journey. 

A fuel reserve sufficient to meet the worst 
conceivable conditions during the flight 
can be carried, and, in the expert s 
opinion, the flying boat, with a power 
plant of six motors, will not have to 
come down except at the port of destina- 
tion. Even if compelled to come down in 
mid-ocean, however, the three hull 
system on which the craft is constructed 
will enable the machine to ride out rough 
seas in safety and no difficulty will be 
experienced in taking off again from the 
surface of the sea, 


DEAF AND DUMB MISSION. 


An earnest ap, eal for increased effort 
and support for the work of the Mission 
to the Adult Deaf and Dumb, Southern 
District, was made at the recent annual 
meeting of this deserving organisation.

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BISHOP BARNES AND 
MORAL PROBLEMS. 


THE SILENCE OF 
CHRISTIAN TEACHERS

Dr. Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham, preach- 
ing at Westminster Abbey yesterday, 
declared that it was useless to maintain that 
we could give teaching with regard to sin and 
evil which a modern community would accept 
as authoritative, 1Í the animal ancestry of 
mankind were ignored or denied. 

“ Men,” he said, “will not listen when we 
speak of such matters as birth-control unless 
we admit at the outset that medical science 
and preventive hygiene have so lowered the 
death rate; among children especially, that 
the natural fecundity of humanity must be 
checked if the world is not to be disastrously 
overcrowded. 

“The silence or uncertainty of Christian 
teachers in regard to new moral problems, 
such as methods for the elimination of the 
feeble-minded, no less than in regard to such 
all-important social questions as slums and 
unemployment—I say nothing of war—have 
lowered the prestige of the Christian 
tradition. Often in consequence Christianity 
is not so much attacked as ignored. If, at 
the same time, response to new conditions on 
the part of large sections of the people were 
to be determined without any reference to 
religious ideals, an opposition disastrous in its 
cutcome would rapidly arise between what for 
lack of better antitheses I may call Church 
and State. For our common welfare it is 
vitally necessary that we should keep the 
Churches in close contact with men and 
women of every type of outlook. 


SCIENCE AND RELIGION. 

“The warfare between science and religion 
did much harm in the last century, and might 
easily break out again. May I say a word to 
those who would criticise my sermon to-day 
by saying that Christian leaders who agree 
with it will preach not Christ, but social 
betterment. The man who is for ever main- 
taining some belief that can no longer be 
held, or urging the importance of some petty 
ecclesiastical innovation, is a religious 
nuisance. He who is continually defetiding 
the first chapter of Genesis against belief in 
evolution, or sacramental magic against 
common-sense, is not presenting Christian 
faith as we learn it from Christ, or as I would 
have our teachers proclaim it anew 

“There is no denying that traditional 
forms of Christian belief—and forms which I 
deem of high value—have temporarily Jost 
their erstwhile vitality. Extravagant cults, 
reactionary or revolutionary, gain vigorous 
and ‘even aggressive partisans, though their 
influence is fortunately narrow. But a 
steady belief in God, as revealed in the life 
and teaching of Christ, is, I fear, at the 
moment barely maintaining itself. 

“The present drift from the Christian 
standpoint is a cause for anxiety, and the 
problems which it raises are far more im 
portant than any question of reunion be- 
tween Christian churches.” 

Dr. Barnes said that the social conscience 
of England to-day would be insensitive to 
the evils of unemployment and bad housing 
but for the prevailing influence of Christ’s 
spiritual authority. 

“ Those who think that a purely political, 
non-religious communism would secure the 
welfare of all are, I am firmly convinced. 
mistaken. It is impossible by an alliance oí 
political theorv and material force to create 
an ideal state. ”'

FREE STATE HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—Now that the Government appears 
at last to be preparing to tackle the problems 
of town tenancies, it seems opportune to 
draw attention to some highly important facts 
which are usually ignored in considering the 
whole housing question. I do not deny that 
“town tenants’ have grievances, but their 
spokesmen seem inclined to assume that 
houses are in a category by themselves, and 
need not be subject to the ordinary laws of 
supply and demand. Why should anyone 
expect to have a house at hardly more than 
a pre-war rent, when he is paying nearly 
double the old prices for most other neces- 
saries of life? Building costs have gone up 
more than that, and wages, too, in nearly 
all trades. The necessary consequence is that 
new houses will not be provided unless (a) 
tenants recognise the necessity of paying 
twice or two-and-a-half times pre-war rents, 
or (b) enormous grants for building are made 
out of public funds—which is not likely to 
happen on any scale commensurate with the 
need. 

The artificially low level of rents, whether 
kept down by legislation or by public 
opinion, is not the only reason why more 
new houses are not built, and why so many 
old ones remain dilapidated and insanitary. 
House property, whether new or old, is an 
unpopular form of investment for spare 
capital, very largely because of the 
monstrously slow, expensive and unsatis- 
factory methods by which alone it can be 
bought, sold, or mortgaged. lt would be 
infinitely easier to find men willing to build 
new houses or put their old ones into proper 
repair if they knew they could ‘realise ’’ 
their investment at short notice, or borrow 
on the security without delay or great 
expense. here cannot be a “ free market ”’ 
in houses while legal and other expenses of 
transfer commonly reach ten per cent. of the 
sum changing hands, and while “ proof of 
title’ remains such a complicated and un- 
certain business that it is often months 
before a sale or mortgage can be completed, 
and cash paid over. 

Nowadays, more than ever, “time is 
money, and it is no wonder that capitalists 
fight shy of a form of investment with so 
many drawbacks, and prefer to put their 
money into stocks and shares, because there 
every transaction is completed quickly and 
at trifling cost, and the title to what has 
been bought cannot be called into question. 
The whole system of registration (or rather 
non-registration) of title to houses and lands 
needs most drastic revision and - simplifica- 
tion, and it is greatly to be hoped 
that the promise of a bill to deal with 
‘leases and ground-rents’’ means that some- 
thing of the sort is in contemplation. I 
do not think the public have any idea of 
the discouraging effects of the present system 
or of the numbers of sites which are derelict 
and houses falling into decay because flaws 
in the title render them unsaleable. No 
doubt inquiries will be made as to how other 
countries deal with this matter. I have been 
told that in Germany the purchase of a house 
18 as simple a matter as a transaction on the 
Stock Exchange. 

There are two other important points that 
ought to be borne in mind in any comprehen- 
sive scheme for dealing with the problem of 
town tenancies. The first is that the present 
method of levying rates on buildings operates 
as a direct discouragement to improvement: 
and repairs, because house-owners know that 
any work which can be regarded as addint 
to the value of their property will mean an 
increase in the valuation, and, therefore, in 
the rates they have to pay. Instead of this, 
all rates should be levied on the basis of 
Site values, and, if they had to be paid 
irrespective of whether the site were occupied 
or not, this would force into the market and 
make available for building much land which 
is now unused. The other point is that it is 
highly objectionable to have the sanitary 
inspection and supervision of other people's 
property in the hands of those who are then- 
selves also house-owners—as are most of the 
local councils now charged with the adminis- 
tration of the Public Health Acts. This work 
should be transferred to some body without 
financial interest in buildings or land of anv 
kind, and removed from, the possibility of 
local or personal influences. 

1 write as a house agent of twenty-five 
years experience in a large city, bot not, | 
hope, with any prejudice in fayour of land- 
lords as against tenants. 1 know as much as 
most people about the faults of the former 
class. Tenants, however. seldom seem to 
realise that the supply of houses, as of other 
commodities, is governed by economic laws. 
and that they must either face the necessity 
of higher rents or else formulate some more 
or less ‘‘ socialistic’’ scheme for providing 
cwellinghouses as a public necessity like 
water or drainage. The present system <f 
restricted rents and small scale grants for 
building is unjust to both tenants and land. 
lords, and will never solve the housing 
problem.—Yours, etc.,

IDEAL OF STILLORGAN 
SUNSHINE HOME. 


FUNDS NEEDED FOR 
NEW WARD.

The point that the cripple problem in the 
[rish Free State had come to be regarded 
as a national problem sinte the Children’s 
Sunshine Home was established at Stillorgan, 
County Dublin, five years ago, was stressed 
by Mr. M. P. Rowan' when proposing the 
election of a committee of management for the 
Home at the annual meeting last Saturday. 

Mr. Rowan said that the position would 
never be right until there were no crippies 
in the country. 

There was, he added, no organisation better 
equipped for dealing with the cripple pro- 
blem in a small way than the Stillorgan Sun- 
shine Home. They had sufficient money to 
build a new ward, but until they got sufficient 
to maintain and equip it they could not begin 
operations. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Owen 
Conolly and adopted, 

LONG WAITING LIST. 

Mr. F. A. Sterling, United States Minister 
to the Irish Free State, in proposing the 
adoption of the annual report, said that he 
took a special interest in the work because 
similar work was carried on in his own coun- 
try with satisfactory results. Since the Sun 
shine Home was opened in 1925, with ten 
children, the work had been progressive. In 
March, 1929, the number of cases in the 
home was 24. During the year 36 cases were 
admitted, and 25 were discharged cured. The 
number of cases discharged improved was 
five. Cases transferred to hospital numbered 
four and cases removed by parents three. 
The number of cases undiseharged on the 
28th February, 1920, was 23. 

The number of cures compared with the 
number of children taken in was very strik- 
ing. and he was certain that much more 
could be done if the children could 
be got into the home at a much 
earlier stage of their disease. From the re- 
port it would be seen that, while enough 
money had been collected to build a new 
ward, more was required to maintain it, and 
until this was forthcoming the Committee 
was compelled to refuse urgent cases, and 
had always a long waiting list. He sincerely 
hoped that this appeal for donations and 
subscriptions would be met, as that in- 
stitution was one of which cvery Dublin 
citizen should be proud. ' 

Dr. M. H. Russell, City Medical Officer of 
Health, seconded the motion. which. he said. 
should commend itself to everyone. If the 
people supported an institution like that they 
would have less to pay by way of rates 
towards the upkeep of hospitals which treated 
diseases such as that institution tried to pre- 
vent. He knew that the homes from which 
the children sent there had come could not 
speak too highly of the treatment which they 
received. 

The report was adopted. 

SOMETHING WORTH BACKING. 

Sir Joseph Glynn, who presided, said that 
an income of £900 a year was very fair in 
these hard times, but was of no use when 
they wanted to extend. Experts had told 
them that what was wanted was an institu- 
tion where they could treat every child 
that needed attention. That would require 
thousands to carry out, and he hoped that 
people who were putting their money on the 
‘tote’ would spare something to put on a 
‘veal good thing ’’ like the Sunshine Home. 
Thev wanted regular subscriptions, and he 
trusted that the appeal would meet with a 
generous response. 

Dr. Ella Webb, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Management, svecially appealed for 
a garden roller, two garden seats. small arm- 
chairs, books, a frigidaire, and £500 to set 
the new ward going when erected She 
thanked their landlord, the Convalescent 
Home, for giving land on which to erect the 
new wing: and alsn thanked the Chairman. 
speakers, staff and Press.

To associate 
herself more closely with continental 
Europe would require a virtual sacrifice 
of the Empire’s interests, and only 
within the last few years has Britain 
begun to realise how closely her own 
interests are bound to those of the 
Empire. The idea of Empire Free Trade 
may not prove a panacea for her ills, but 
no policy that affords such promise of 
prosperity has been advanced hitherto. If 
England should become a unit of the 
United States of Europe, that policy neces- 
sarily must be abandoned, and she would 
have failed in her duty to the Dominions. 
As yet, British statesmen, occupied in 
their own affairs, have paid little attention 
to the scheme, which, indeed, has aroused 
small excitement in any country save 
France; but some time, if only as a 
matter of courtesy, they must consider 
and criticise it. Their reply to M. 
Briand’s invitation is obvious. By close 
co-operation with the Dominions England 
stands to gain more than the visionary 
benefits which she would receive from 
Europe. As an economic entity, the 
Empire can meet the American challenge, 
and, so long as it remains an economic 
entity, even the complete success of M. 
Briand’s scheme on the continent can do 
little harm to its interests.

In the final on 
Saturday the American beat his English 
opponent with the greatest ease, but 
earlier in the week, when he was opposed 
to that prodigious hitter, Mr. Cyril 
Tolley, he was forced to go to the nine- 
teenth green before he could claim a 
victory. In the one case he was playing 
thirty-six, in the other only eighteen holes. 
Now that he has won the amateur 
championship, the young American will be 
a hot favourite for the ‘‘ Open,’’ which, 
doubtless, he will win. It seems that the 
Americans have established a moral 
superiority over all other golfers. In the 
recent competition for the Walker Cup the 
American amateurs defeated the British 
team with almost contemptuous ease, and, 
unless some hitherto unknown defender of 
Britain’s golfing honour emerges from the 
open championship lists, the premier 
award in the world of golf is more than 
likely to go once more to an American. 
Why do the American golfers win every- 
thing? The answer is not easy; but, in 
all probability, the reason is that they 
take their games far more seriously than 
the Englishmen. When an American 
takes up golf he does very little else, 
whereas an Englishman or an Irishman 
refuses to regard it as more than a game. 
Mr, Jones, of course, is quite an excep- 
tional person. He seems to have been 
born with a natural gift for golf, and is 
as much a virtu0so as a Kreisler or a 
Cortot. In the majority of cases, how- 
ever, the Americans regard their games 
as matters of supreme importance, sparing 
no pains and no expense to make them- 
selves not only efficient, but pre-eminent. 
Many Britons probably are just as good 
golfers as the best Americans—always with 
the exception of Mr. Jones—but they are 
occasionally brilliant rather than con- 
sistently excellent. It is absurd to say 
that Britain no longer can hold her own 
in sport, On the contrar,’, her players in 
every game continue to set the standard of 
sportsmanship for the world; and, after 
all, what really matters is not who wins 
the game, but how the game is played,

M. Briand’s Federation. 


M. Briand’s scheme for an economic 
federation of Europe—popularly called the 
United States of Europe—found little 
favour in the eyes of politicians and Press, 
when it was revealed a fortnight ago. Few 
were so blind that they failed to recog- 
nise a certain majesty in the proposal, 
but they recognised also that a scheme 
so comprehensive was unlikely to be 
practicable in a selfish world. To-day, 
after a fortnight’s brooding, the general 
opinion condemns M. Briand’s federation 
from less lofty motives. France herself is 
divided on the question; the politicians 
on the Right are unwilling to enter into 
closer relations with Germany, and M, 
Léon Blum, leader of the French Socialists, 
has attacked the scheme bitterly on 
general grounds. Whereas, a fortnight 
ago, M. Briand was hailed throughout 
Europe as the author of a lofty conception, 
there exists at present a pervading doubt 
whether the whole scheme may not be a 
subtle device to ensure French security. 
M, Briand’s reputation is free from most 
of the major political sins, and his 
sincerity cannot be doubted, Yet, sinister 
whispers, vaguely recalling a certain golf 
match at Cannes between M. Briand and 
Mr. Lloyd George, hint that his love for 
France may be more sincere than his hopes 
for Europe. Obviously, France would 
gain most from the proposed federation, 
and it is significant that the Quai d’Orsay 
has taken pains to demonstrate the advan- 
tages of enrolment to Great Britain and 
Italy. 

Whatever M. Briand’s motives may be, 
his scheme has something in its favour. In 
the first place, it would exert a steadying 
influence on European finance, and it 
would enable Europe to offer a stronger 
resistance to Wall street. In the second 
place, an economic union would 
strengthen the chains of international 
amity. It is questionable, however, 
whether the union could do anything that 
the League of Nations and the various 
Pacts have not done, The most im- 
portant European countries obviously 
will not participate. An economic 
federation of Europe is incomplete with- 
out Soviet Russia, and, for sound and evi- 
dent. reasons, Moscow did not receive an 
invitation to join. Germany regards the 
French advances with an unfriendly eye. 
Italy’s attitude is quite definitely hostile ; 
for the Duce sees in the memorandum 
nothing more than a foxy scheme to 


The Ghazi’s Reward. 


While the Mikado was anxious to make 
the punishment fit the crime, the Grand 
National Assembly of Turkey, on a nobler 
plane, has sought earnestly to ensure that 
the reward shall fit the service rendered. 
According to the Special Correspondent of 
The Observer, it has offered to the Ghazi 
Pasha, as a token of its gratitude for the 
Turkish script reform, a strange piece of 
local craftsmanship, A silver board has 
been embellished in gold with the letters 
of the new alphabet, and the whole is sat 
in a frame of massive gold.

Thus, a situation developed 
in which the two morning journals that 
supported the Liberal Party found them- 
selves outstripped by their more versatile 
rivals. To this fact, probably more than 
to any other, this amalgamation is due. 
Indeed, the preamble of the announcement 
suggests as much. The new Daily News 
and Chronicle promises that its powers 
will be ‘‘ exerted in support of a pro- 
gressive Liberalim.” We may assume, 
therefore, knowing the history of its 
parents, that its future will be the future 
of Liberalism, and, to this extent, will be 
something of a gamble. From the point of 
view of the Liberal Party, the birth of the 
Daily News and Chronicle may be 
desirable; for during the next general 
election the full weight of the new paper, 
rich in traditions, even if it be wedded to 
a dying creed, is likely to be considerable. 
No doubt, this aspect of the case played 
its part when the decision was reached. 
In the long result, however, we may regard

Discredited Rumours. 


Rumours were in circulation yesterday 
to the effect that Mr. Baldwin had 
announced his intention to resign his 
leadership of the Conservative Party. and 
that several members .of the party In- 
tended to resign their seats and to seek 
re-election as Independent Conservatives. 
The bubble soon was burst when the 
rumour reached the Conservative head- 
quarters, and it was stated that there was 
not a word of truth in the first story. and 
that nothing was known of the second. In 
the official circles of the party it is said 
that those who oppose Mr. Ba.dwin com 
pletely under-estimate the strength of his 
following among the ‘rank and file of the 
party in the country, but that this support 
will be manifest w’ nm the National Union 
meets in London during July. 


Amendment and the Lords. 


Wednesday ought to provide an interest- 
ing debate in the House of Commons: for 
the amended Coal Mines Bill returns from 
the House of Lords on that day. When 
the bill was first in the Commons certain 
provisions on the question of amalmaga- 
tions were inserted, at the behest of the 
Liberals, though the Government was op- 
posed to them. It is expected that the 
Liberals will demand the re-insertion of 
their provisions, and that the Govern- 
ment, being unable to resist, will agree. 
It is accepted that there will be no Labour- 
Liberal friction on the point, since Mr. 
Macdonald, having once agreed to insert 
the provisions, has no real reason to refuse 
their re-insertion ; but it will be interest- 
ing to see how this is done. Mr. Macdonald 
may take advantage of the opportunity to 
open a new attack on the Lords; for in 
conversation he has shown that such is his 
mtention as soon as he thinks that the 
right moment has arrived. His view is 
shared by many of his supporters, and, if 
he does not launch his bolt on Wednesday, 
he will not delay much longer. | 


Soviet Activities. 


Parliament will adjourn on Friday for 
the Whitsun holidays, and on that day 
Commander Locker-Lampson will open a 
debate on Russia, which will be wound up 
for the Conservatives by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, and concluded by the Home 
Secretary. The feeling against the 
recognition of Russia is still strong—par- 
ticularly, as Soviet intrigues and. pro- 
paganda are increasing. The Government 
does not seem to concern itself much about 
the mischief that is being done in the 
country; nevertheless, it appreciates the 
situation to the full, but it does not know 
how to shake off the “ old man of the sea” 
which it placed willingly on its shoulders. 
A committee is examining the situation at 
present, and there is hope that its report 
will be available before the close of the 
session. In this connection the revelations 
made every few days by one or other of 
the newspapers have had a marked effect : 
for the Government realises that these 
revelations are not read by the public with 
indifference, and the fact has been brouglit 
home to it by-many letters sent to depart- 
ments. 


The Atlantic Flight. 


Captain Kingsford-Smith and the three 
aviators who will accompany him on his 
flight from Ireland across the Atlantic 
arrived in an aeroplane, the Southern 
Cross, at Croydon Aerodrome yesterday. 
The party had come from Amsterdam, 
where the machine, which already has 
been flown three-quarters of the way 
round the world, has been overhauled in 
preparation for the great adventure. 
Captain Kingsford-Smith said that the 
party intended to stay a couple of days 
in London and then to fly to Ireland in 
readiness for the Atlantic flight. The 
start of the great journey will depend upon 
the weather, but the intention is to get 
off at the earliest possible moment. Mr. 
Evart Van Dyk, who is one of the party, 
was greeted by many fellow-aviators; for 
he is well. known at Croydon. For five 
years he has been a pilot with the Royal 
Dutch Air Lines, travelling to and from 
Amsterdam and Batavia, in Java. 


Advertisement in the Sky. 


That very live and industrious body, 
the Travel Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland, has accepted an invitation to 
display a _ greeting to visitors upon 
London’s night sky. By means of a new 
device, the words “ London welcomes its 
visitors ” will be displayed, at first in 
English, and afterwards in French, 
German and other languages. The words 
will be seen at a considerable distance. 
Projection will take place from the roof 
of a building near Ludgate Circus, in tha 
City of London, under the direction of the 
inventor of the device. Ideal conditions 
for clear visibility are clouds at a height 
of not more than 3,000 feet. The display

RAID SCENES.

MILITARY CALLED OUT AT 

WADALA, 

REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
BOMBAY, Sunday. 

Karly hopes that to-day’s raid, an- 
nounced as the final one, on the Wadala 
salt dépot, near here, would not prove so 
serious as was at first anticipated, were 
dashed as the day wore on, and by ten 
o clock it was estimated that the crowd of 
raiders numbered 15,000. Even then the 
numbers were still swelling. The police 
cordon had been rushed, and the military 
had been called out. 

In expectation of trouble, extra pre- 
cautions had been taken. The police 
forces had been strengthened by large 
drafts of reinforcements, and an armed 
detachment of sixty stood by. At an early 
hour only 250 of the expected army of 
2,000 volunteers had arrived, and they 
found the police drawn up in a two-miles- 
long cordon right across the pans so as 
to bar the approaches to the salt heaps. 
High ofhcers were also present. 

Ás the minutes passed further raiders 
arrived, but the police cordon held until 
about nine o'clock, when fresh batches of 
volunteers and non-volunteers arrived in 
lorries. By sheer impetus the crowd broke 
through the police line and rushed to the

Just before ten o'clock the military were 
called out, and 120 Indian Infantry were 
posted at different points. At about the 
same time Mr. Hotson, Home Member of 
the Bombay Government, with two Pre- 
sidency Magistrates, arrived on the scene. 
The number af raiders was then rapidly 
increasing, and the total was estimated at 
about 15,000. Three Government 
ambulance cars also arrived. 

Meanwhile, raiders were making inroads 
at several unguarded points along the 
three miles front. By ten o’clock about 
twenty raiders had been slightly injured, 
and a number of arrests had been made. 

WOMEN ARRESTED. 

The arrests included Mrs. Munshi, wife 
of Mr. K. M. Munshi, the former member 
of the Legislative Assembly, who wes ar- 
rested early in the campaign, and eight 
Sikh women. They were arrested whilst 
making persistent efforts to cross through 
the wire fencing where they were held up 
by police. Notwithstanding a police warn- 
ing that they would be bodily removed 
outside the prohibited area, they refused 
to desist.

POLICE RESTRAINT. 

Up to eleven o'clock twenty-five raiders 
had been injured, all of them only slightly 
and below the knees; no one sustained 
injuries to the head or any other part of 
the body. At the hour mentione' Mr. 
Hotson and the two Presidency Magis- 
trates were still on the scene. 

The appearance of Indian infantry on 
the scene had a certain deterrent effect on 
the raiders and the public, who made no 
further attempts at aggression, though 
they remained in the near vicinity for 
hours, notwithstanding a scorching sun. 
The police compelled the raiders to fall 
back from time to time, but as soon as 
the police withdrew the crowd again 
pressed forward to within a hundred yards 
from the military. 

VICTORIOUS SALT-SNATCHERS. 
After several repulses at the southern 
end of the pans the crowd gradually 
dwindled away, but at tha northern end 
some of the raiders managed to enter the 
prohibited area, despite police vigilance, 
and some succeeded in getting away with

About three hundred raiders attempted 
to rush the Jurla end, but they were 
dispersed by a lathi charge, in which 
several persons received minor injuries.

PESHAWAR MOB FIRED 
UPON. 


SEVEN PERSONS KILLED 
AND NINE WOUNDED.

PESHAWAR, Saturday. 

According to an official] statement issued 
here to-day, a rifle was accidentally dis- 
charged at nine o’clock this morning at 
the Kabul gate of the city by a lance- 
corporal on duty. The bullet hit the wife 
and two children of Sardar Ganga Singh, 
a supervisor of the military farm, as they 
were passing in a tonga. The children were 
instantly killed and the mother had to be 
removed to hospital. 

A large and excited crowd assembled, 
and the police and military were com- 
pelled to fire in self-defence. 

It is reported that seven persons were 
killed and nine wounded.

MOHAMMEDAN KILLED: 
SIXTY ARRESTS,

BOMBAY, Sunday. 
The Commissioner of the Agra Division 
that communal riots occurred on 
Friday at JY ssikalam, in the Muttra 
district, originating from a boycott of 
Mohammedan labourers by Hindu Congress 
merchants. The latter arranged for sub- 
stitutes for the Mohammedans, and en- 
gaged a strong force of Jats from Kosi- 
kalam and the surrounding villages to 
overawe them. 

Altercations ensued over the unloading 
of carts, and the Hindus fell upon the 
Mohammedans, invading and desecrating 
mosques and beating the worshippers. 
Desultory street fighting continued for 
three hours until the police brought the 
situation under control. 

One Mohammedan was killed and nine 
seriously injured. One police sub-inspector 
and three constables sustaine! injuries. 

Sixty persons were arrested. One large 
band of Jats, armed with spears and axes, 
was arrested in a grove a mile from Kosi- 
kalam. 

The situation is now completely under 
control.

LYING PROPAGANDA ABOUT 
ANIMAL FAT, 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
BOMBAY, Saturday. 
The Government of Bombay issued the 
following communiqué to-day :—‘‘ For the 
purpose of carrying on propaganda in 
favour of the boycott of foreign cloth 
leaflets are being freely circulated in some 


places containing many false statements. 

“In one of these leaflets it is stated that 
the fat of cows, bullocks and buffaloes is 
being used in the manufacture of cloth in 
Manchester. It is further stated that for 
every 1,0001b. of coloured foreign cloth 
3001b. of cow and pig blood is being used. 
These are incorrect statements, issued in 
order to mislead a credulous public. Fat 
is used in the process of sizing, but 
neither beef, nor pig fat is ever used, as 
these fats are more expensive than the 
fat actually used—mutton fat.” 

Nore—It is interesting to recall that 
the rumour that the cartridges issued to 
sepoys were greased with cow fat was one 
of the main causes of the Indian Mutiny.

In these circumstances it seems worth 
while to consider whether a few of the 
leading Irish investments might not be 
worth investigation, especially in these 
days when the search for sound stocks at 
a reasonable yield is likely to become 
steadily more difficult. 

NATIONAL LOAN. 

Irish National Loan is not likely to be 
popular in England, as, owing to reluct- 
ance to comply with the Colonial. Stock 
Act, it does not rank as a trustee security. 
Nevertheless, it enjoys a very high rank- 
ing in America among Foreign Bonds, 
being practically on a 5 per cent. basis, 
and must be considered gilt-edged. 

CORPORATION AND RAILWAY. 

Dublin Corporation Stock affords a 
yield of over 53 p.c., while the leading 
Irish banks, headed by the Bank of 
Ireland, which is still a full British 
trustee security, give yields ranging from 
6 p.c. up to nearly 8 p.c. 

The Debenture Stock of the amalga- 
mated Great Southern Railways system, 
which is a first charge on the whole under- 
taking, yields 6% p.c., and the Prefer- 
ence Stock, the dividend on which has 
been paid in full throughout all the recent 
troubles, can often be picked up to give 
as much as 10 p.c. 

OTHER ISSUES. 

In addition to these, there are the 
various issues of the Dublin Gas Company 
and the Dublin Tramways Company, and 
a large number of quite good industrial 
Preference and Ordinary Shares, with very 
high yields in proportion to the security 
offered, the chief weakness, of course, 
being the narrowness of the local market, 
and the fact that most of them are not 
quoted in London. 

The latter argument undoubtedly makes 
most of these securities unsuitable for the 
purposes of the ordinary private investor, 
who desires to be able to realise his money 
when he feels inclined. 

THE LARGE INVESTOR. 

On the other hand, many of them might 
prove excellent lock-ups for mixing pur- 
poses in the case of a large corporate in- 
vestor, and it is from this point of view, 
in the first place, that we suggest they are 
worthy of attention. 

Needless to say, if they did attract such 
attention, they would gradually become 
more marketable in proportion as they 
became better recognised.

TOSCANINI'S ENGLISH 
DEBUT. 


THE KING AND OUEEN AT 
SYMPHONY CONCERT.

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The King and Queen were present at the 
Royal Albert Hall yesterday, when Arturo 
Toscanini, the famous Italian conductor, 
made his first appearance in England with 
the New York Philharmonic Orchestra. The 
Duke of Connaught and many soctzty people 
and musical celebrities were also present. 

Crowds gathered ,outside to cheer the King 
and Queen as they drove up, while inside 
the hall the huge audience waited expectantly. 
The orchestra sat with their eyes on the 
Royal box. Toscanini came in, and, after 
acknowledging the tumultuous applause, stood 
on the rostrum handling his baton nervously, 
Then suddenly there was a stir, the door 
of the Royal box opened and the Queen, 
dressed in the palest of oyster grey, entered. 
The King, who seemed to have quite 
recovered from his attack of rheumatism, 
followed. 

A TENSE ATMOSPHERE. 

Immediately the orchestra struck up the 
National Anthem, after which. the audience 
stood applauding, while the King and Queen 
bowed their acknowledgments before sitting 
down. 

Seldom has there been such a tense atmo- 
sphere at a Sunday afternoon concert at the 
Albert Hall. The slight figure of Toscanini, 
with his grey moustache and grey, curly hair, 
standing in front of his 118 instrumentalists, 
seemed to electrify everyone. All eyes were 
riveted on him. 

The Queen frequently put up her opera 
glasses to watch the movements of the great 
conductor, while Sir Henry Wood, who, with 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw and Sir Landon 
Ronald and a number of other notable 
musicians, sat in the stalls, hardly ever took 
his glasses down, except to applaud after 
each item. 

The King and Queen applauded as heartily 
as anyone. The ovation at. the end was 
tremendous. Women waved their handker- 
chiefs and programmes, and men their hats, 
while the hall resounded with shouts of 
** bravo,”’ 

When Toscanini had finally left the plat- 
form the audience made a rush for the 
doors just in time to cheer the King and 
Queen as they drove away.

For 
days past convoys of lorries, cars and 
Steam engines with heavy trailers have 
been pouring on to the Downs, and all 
day yesterday men were hammering at 
stalls and booths in the canvas town 
which has sprung up round the grand 
stand. 

Thousands of motors, which brought 
family parties, contributed to the 
animated scene, and among the gorse at 
the back of the grand stand the size of 
the gipsy camp grew steadily, 

The vast stores of provisions and drinks 
which had been concentrated on the 
course on the last few days would be 
sufficient to stock a liner. If the weather 
is hot, the thirst of the Derby crowd is 
correspondingly great, and to say that in 
the grand stand refreshment rooms alone 
a million bottles of beer and wine and a 
similar number of minerals will be drunk 
is no exaggeration. 


THE COURSE PERFECT. 


Cooks and kitchen helpers have been 
busy for days preparing the cold luncheons 
and other dishes. There will be no fewer 
than five hundred peeple engaged in 
ministering to the appetites of the grand 
stand crowd alone. 

The heavy rains have made the grass 
on the course grow lIuxuriantly, and 
officials are satisfied that the going will 
be as good as can possibly be expected.

Eight persons were killed and about thirty 
others injured. 

Seven dead and fifteen injured have 
already been removed from the leading 
second-class coach. Two of the injured are

tricated through the metal roof, which had 
to be sawn through. 

There is still another body in the second 
coach which the rescuers have not yet been 
able to remove. 

The P.L.M. Railway authorities state 
that the disaster was due to the fact that 
a small truck used for maintenance pur- 
poses was on the track on which the ex- 
press was running. 

THREE ENGLISH WOMEN INJURED. 

The names of three English women 
injured in the accident are given as 
follow :— 

Miss W. H. Bleasdell, Richmond street, 
Ashton-under-Lyme. (Lancs), who was 
travelling to Lyons. She sustained injuries 
in the neighbourhood of the left eye and 
' bruises, but her condition is not serious. 

Miss Marjorie Burchell, of Lower West- 
cliffe, Bournemouth (Hants), suffered 
from shock. 

Miss May Ayers, 22 Richmond Wood 
road, Bournemouth—slight injuries above 
left eye. 

The two last-mentioned were travelling 
to Nice on business, according to informa- 
tion furnished by them. 

The unidentified woman travelling in 
their compartment who was killed was a 
French woman, who has been settled in 
Hampstead for the past sixteen years. She 
was on her way to Lyons.

NOT AN ACCIDENT. 


FRENCH MINISTER'S VIEW. 
PAKIS, Sunday. 

M. Pernot, Minister of Public Works, 
arrived at Montereau this afternoon to 
conduct an inquiry into last night's 
accident. After hearing all the witnesses 
and visiting the spot, he said that the 
presence on the line of the gangers’ 
truck, which had caused the wreck, was 
inexplicable unless one admitted the 
theory of malice, and he was regretfully 
compelled to take that idea into con- 
sideration. 

M. Pernot afterwards visited the injured 
and the families of some of the victims. 

With regard to rumours that there may 
have been a deliberate attempt on the life 
of M. Tardieu, the French Prime 
Minister, who was to have travelled by 
the train, it is poimted out that M. 
Tardieu left Paris by the train in which 
it was announced he would travel four 
hours previously, namely, the train which 
leaves the Gare du Lyon at 24 minutes 
past five. The train which met with the 
accident did not leave Paris till 9.30. 

Another express passed over the spot 
without accident forty minutes before the 
disaster, 

Two of the injured English ladies who 
had to be treated in hospital after the 
accident have now returned to Paris. The 
coat of the woman who was killed and has 
not yet been identified bore the label of 
an English ladies’ tailor of New 
Cavendish street.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 


THE GREAT SCHEME. 


— 


The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article:—Kighty Socialist members have 
handed to the Prime Minister for discussion 
by the Parliamentary Labour Party a demand 
for the production of a new policy to deal 
with unemployment. Their action means that 
the difficulties of the Government have not 
been ended by the result either of the division 
last Wednesday, when only five “' rebels ' 
abstained from voting for the Government, 
or of the party meeting a week earlier, when 
only twenty-nine out of 239 members sup- 
ported Sir Oswald Mosley. For a long tame 
to come the Government and the House of 
Commons will undoubtedly be called upon to 
resist. a. determined effort to force upon them 
a panic policy of reckless extravagance.. No 
doubt, Sir Oswald’s exposition of his cas3 
shook the Government to an extent far greater 
than was reflected in their voting strength. 
His manner and his general argument won 
him a wide measure of sympathy among the 
Government’s supporters which might well 
have swamped their loyalty to their leaders 
if he had been a trade unionist, and may 
at any time do so even though he is not. 

The central idea, which has found renewed 
sympathy within the Socialist and Liberal 
arties, is that hundreds of thousands of 

ersons can be found work at a negligible 
Bealaí charge, until such time as a new 
economic system can be devised to provide 
work in normal occupations to the whole of 
our population. Sir Oswald Mosley suggests 
as a short-term programme the pensioning 
off of 390,000 persons who havpen to-day to 
be over sixty, at a cost of £2,500,000 per 
annum, the advancing of the school age at 
an annual cost of £4,500,000, the raising ol 
£100,000,000 on the security of the Road 
Fund without any Budgetary charge, and of 
a further £100,000,000 for other relief works 
at an annual additional cost of £3,000,000. 
At an annual cost—without counting capital 
debt—of £10,000,000, his short-term pro- 
gramme will, he claims, find work for 800,000 
men. | 
IMPORT BOARDS. 

His long-term programme is designed to 
reserve the home market. Unhappily, the 
benefits of every item of both branches of his 
policy are wholly illusory. He claims that 
Import Boards alone can save indastry from 
the effects of fluctuations in prices. Clearly 
they do nothing of the sort. An Import 
Board making vast purchases in bulk is not 
immune from fluctuations in world prices. 
They stand either to lose, and comparable in- 
stitutions have lost enormous sums, or to keep 
prices at an oppressive level by means of an 
ineffective an irritating machinery. The 
danger is evident in the position, for example, 
of the Federal Farm Board, or of the 
Canadian wheat pool to-day. 

His short-term programme is no better, 
adds The Times. Its first item, the 
emergency retirement pension, is almost in- 
conceivably unjust to the individual, and 
embarrassing to industry. Neither the 
utility nor the desire to work of the unem- 
ployed is exhausted at the age of sixty. To 
offer an old age pension to an arbitrarily 
sclected class of those now over sixty would 
be to instil a burning and justifiable sense 
of grievance into all those not selected. The 
benefit to employment conierred by the second 
item, the raising of the school age, was de- 
clared by one of the strongest supporters of 
the Education Bill, Mr. Buchan, to 
be illusory. As Lord KEustace Perey 
pointed out, the ultimate effect 
would be to increase the number of those 
between fifteen and eighteen seeking employ- 
ment by some twenty-five per cent. 


A SOCIALIST IDEA. 
The charge that our present road system is 
a handicap on industry is too often made and 
too seldom supported. At least, the state of 
our roads in the districts concerned is one of 
the few burdens on British industry that are 
light in comparison with corresponding 
burdens on our competitors, and it remains to 
be explained why industry should be mulcted 
to lighten burdens already light. instead of 
being left means to lighten burdens still 
heavy. This obsession for the roads is merely 
a proof of the bankruptcy of ideas of those 
whom it possesses. It is but another 
manifestation of the disastrous Socialist idea 
that public authorities know better what is 
good for industry than industry knows itself. 
Industry, in fact, wants such relief from 
burdens as can be granted, and, above all, 
some proof that the Government is not 
susceptible to wild ideas destructive of con- 
fidence. 


FRENCH PREMIER ON 
HIS POLICY. 


REPLY TO MUSSOLINI’S 
SPEECHES. 


-~

DIJON, Sunday. 

M. Tardieu, the Prime Minister, in the 
course of a speech here this afternoon, 
said that the policy of the French Govern- 
ment could be summed up in two words— 
“ Hold on and hold out.” He warned the 
opponents of the Government, whether 
Socialist, Radical or Communist, that the 
Government was determined to uphold the 
forces ‘of public order. 

After expressing satisfaction at the 
ratification of the Young Plan, which, he 
said, would tend to international security 
and peace, he referred briefly to the 
London Conference, saying that France 
was determined to carry on in the future 
as in the past without anxiety and with- 
out boastfulness, seeking peace in economic 
and intellectual collaboration. 

France, he said, was suffering to-day for 
over-production and under-consumption, 
from the soaring of prices and the heavy 
fiscal burdens; nevertheless, the situation 
was not unhealthy and the Government 
was going to do all it could to help 
agriculture, industry and trade, but he 
was opposed to Socialist schemes and ex- 
periments. The State could not practice, 
oc even tolerate, State Socialism that 
would bring ruin alike to producers and 
consumers. The Government would 
continue to pursue its policy, aiming at 
national prosperity. 


COMMUNIST ACTIVITIES. 

M. Tardieu expressed regret at the 
absence of the Radical-Socialists from the 
Government, but pointed out that their 
strength as a party enabled them only to 
co-operate, not to command, Of the Com- 
munists he declared that the “' stron 
silent policy’’ of the Government had 
brought about the decomposition of the 
Communist Party. It was no longer 
capable, as three years ago, of disturbinz 
the peace. Its activity, which of Jate had 
been transferred from the metropolis to 
the Colonies, would meet. with equally 
firm resistance there. 

This was a reference to recent events in 
French Indo-China. 

In the sphere of foreign politics there 
was much curiosity as to whether M. 
Tardieu would reply to Mussolini’s recent 
speeches. M. Tardieu himself had said 
before he left Paris “ No, except for a 
phrase you can interpret.”” 2 

That phrase is the following :—‘* France 
is to-day in a position such that she needs 
neither to worry nor to brag.’’ The 
Premier added: “ France has not played 
since 1918 the game of hegemony which 
led Bismarck and his successors to commit 
i Á excesses out of which the defeat oí

CHEERS AND GROANS. 
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MINISTER HITS OUT, 


From Our Own REPORTER. 


LONGFORD, Sunday. 

Lively scenes characterised a Cumman 
na nGaedheal meeting held at Killoe, Co. 
Longford, to-day. Mr. Hogan, Free State 
Minister for Agriculture, was announced 
as the principal speaker, and Mr. Sean 
MacEntee, a Fianna Fail deputy, was to 
speak at a Fianna Fail meeting on behalf 
of Mr. Geoghegan, The Cumann nha 
nGaedheal meeting was first held. 

Dr. Delany told the people that he was 
selected as candidate, and would support 
the Government in its good work. 

A Voice—' Where were you during the 
last fourteen years ?’’ 

This remark was followed by cheers and 


groans. 
MR. HOGAN. 

Mr. Hogan, who was received with 
cheers and boohs, said that Dr. Delany 
was a doctor in that county for twenty 
years, and gave his services to the people. 
(Cheers and groans.) If I am not allowed 
to answer the question, said Mr. Hogan, 
the obvious inference is that you are afraid 
of the answer, but I want to ask you where 
was the Fianna Fail candidate during the 
last fourteen years? 

A Voice—‘* He was out,” and another 
Voice—‘‘ Where were you when you swore 
an oath to the Republic and walked away 
from it?” (Groans and cries of “ Come 
down out of that.’’) 

Where was Mr. Geoghegan for the last 
| fourteen years? repeated the Minister. 
| An Interrupter—Don’t you admit that 

he was with you up to a few years ago? 

No, replied Mr. Hogan. We refused to 
have him. He came to us as a King’s 
Counsel, and offered himself on three occa- 
sions, and we refused him, and then he 
went to Fianna Fail, because he had no 
place else to go. 

FURTHER INTERRUPTIONS. 

“ Are you not Paddy Hogan, who taxed 
the slaughter yard in Longford?’ inter- 
jected a member of the audience, and the 
remark caused cheers and laughter. 

I addressed the people in 1922, said the 
Minister, when gunmen tried to prevent us 
from speaking, but we took the guns out 
of their hands. Who put the ‘* Black and 
-Tans ” out of the country but General 
McKeon and men like him? 

“ Who shot Rory O'Connor?” he 
asked, and he replied, ‘‘ We did,” 

Groans and jeers followed this remark, 
and the Minister, proceeding, said that 
the Government would allow nobody to in- 
timidate the people of this country. They 
gave the vote to every man and woman in 
the country, and made the people the 
rulers, and they would not be able to come 
there that day and interrupt but for the 
fact that the Government established law 
and order. He came there that day to talk 
for the winner at this election. They 
fought five by-elections since the last 
general election and won them all. (Inter- 
ruptions, and cries of “ You are done 
now.” 

Mr. MacEntee appealed for a hearing for 
Mr. Hogan, and the Minister replied that 
he did not want Mr. MacEntee or anybody 
else to ask for a hearing for him there. 

Mr. Hogan then concluded his speech, 
after which Mr. MacEntee addressed the 
crowd on behalf of Mr. Geoghegan.

LAND ANNUITIES.

A FIANNA FAIL PAMPHLET. 
Addressing a meeting at Ennybegs, Mr. 
Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he was glad to see Deputy MacEntee 
present. He had in his hand a Fianna 
Fail pamphlet in reference to land 
annuities, stating that they were not 
legally or morally due to Britain. That 
statement was untrue and was meant to 
deceive the electors. Not one copper of 
the land annuities went into the English 
Exchequer or in relief of British rates. 

At this stage Mr. MacEntee interrupted, 
and Mr. Hogan said that he was glad 
of the interruption. The Press was pre- 
sent and they would now have the benefit 
of Deputy MacEntee’s answer to the 
question—Was he right in stating that 
not a single penny of the land annuities 
went to the relief of British taxation? 

Deputy MacEntee answered—‘' 
sibly.’’ mm 

Continuing, Mr. Hogan said that the 
pamphlet also stated that Northern 
Ireland retained the annuities paid in the 
Six Counties, and that the Free State 
was equally entitled to retain them. That 
statement also was untrue. The facts 
were that the land annuities im the North 
amounted to £650,000, and for every £1 
of land annuities due the Northern 
Government should transfer an equivalent 
amount to the British Government, and 
in -addition should pay a substantial 
imperial contribution. The land annuities 
in the North during the past seven years 
amounted to about four and a half million 
pounds, but during that period the 
Northern Government had paid the 
British Government nearly twelve million 
pounds. |

ANOTHER QUESTION.

was a strong upholder of the Fianna Fail 
policy, and by his questions, remarks and 
general conduct, he brought others of the 
spectators to a point of political 
excitement that had been poseny since 


the Longford-Westmeath election campaign 


began. 

At times Mr. Blythe's voice could be heard 
only faintly, but he fought on, and after ex- 
piaining some of the major points in which 
the two principal parties differ he was given 
a reasonably good hearing. When Mr. Blythe 
had most of his hearers interested in the 
possibility of molestation of the Free State 
the interrupter was thinking of far away 
Irdia and the non-violence campaign here, 
and he questioned Mr, Blythe about Mr. 
Gandhi. Other members of the meeting then 
hegan to think in international terms, and 
for some minutes there was a good deal of 
noise and Jaughter. 

INDIA AND THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. Biythe answered observations about 
India by saymg—So far as India is concerned, 
she has not the status of the Free State. 
She is not a self-governing Dominion of the 
British Commouwealth of Nations, and there 
is no parallel between India and the Irish 
lree State. 3 

Mr. Blythe's statement brought his listeners 
hack to matters in the Free State. Stating 
that the Free State has been able to lead in 
the work of transforming the former British 
Empire, he added that the thought of a war 
with England and of a victory over a greater 
Power was sheer lunacy. 

The interrupter jerked in a question about 
Kevin Barry and his death in 1916. 

Mr. Blythe said that the Irregulars, who 
set out to upset the Free State, succeeded only 
in putting a burden of twenty-six millions on 
the people of the country. 

At this remark there were many shouts of 
“ Go home.” 

THE GOVERNMENT'S WORK. 

Mr. Bisthe went on to tell how the Go- 
vernment had carried out housing schemes, 
and had done move for the country in the 
past seven years than had been done for 
generations.

Mr. Blythe seid that the Fianna Fail

times: ' Up. de Valera.” A Civic Guard 
moved alonu the towpath and spoke to the 
man, and Mr. bivthe said to the man: “ You 
van come up he:e when ] am finished.” 

A Cumann na nGaedheal supporter asked 
him why he was nage a Mr. Blythe, 
and the reply came quickly: “Sure, it 1 
very seldom we get one of them big fellows 
in this countrveide, and we must make the 
best we can of them.”’ | 

Mr. Blythe then siepped down from the 
car from which he had been speaking and 
the heckler joined him on the grass bank. 
In a surprisingly short time many subjects 
were discussed, including the Free State gun- 
boat Muirchu, de-rating, land annuities, old 
age pensions and the Indian question.

MR. DE VALERA’S POLICY. 

At Deivin. where Mr. Blythe was to speak, 
it was found that Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly also 
intended to hold a meeting outside the 
church. The organisers of both parties held 
a consultation and, as a result, an arrange- 
ment was made whereby Mr. Blythe 
addressed the gathering for twenty minutes, 
giving away later to Mr. O'Reilly. . 

The mesting, which was without disturb- 
ance, was well attended. aga: 

Speaking at KEmpor, Mr. O'Sullivan. 
Minister for Education, said that Mr. de 
Valera had made it quite clear that he in- 
tended to repudiate the Treaty, and it must 
be clear that the dangerous and dishonest 
campaign about land annuities and about 
pensions was introduced to wheedle the 
people into giving him, even for a short 
while, a chance for his real destructive 
policy. 

Give him authority, he said, for a moment 
and he will see that he holds it for 
sufficiently long to ruin the country. 

Sentinuous interruption of Cumann na 
utjaedheal speakers took place at after- 
Mass meetings in Gainstown and Meacon, 
Seuth Westmeath, where both parties took 
the plaform at the same time. 


STATEMENT WITHDRAWN. 

At. Kilbeggan. however, a toss of the coin 
decided who should have precedence, and 
Mr. Sean Lemass had to yield place to 
Messrs. J. J. Byrne, T.D. (Dublin), and J. 
Daly, T.D. (Cork). All the speeches were 
listened to with attention. 

Mr. J. J. Byrne said that the Irregulars 
had been responsible for destructive work 
costing about half-a-million in the two 
counties, while the Government had carried 
out constructive work to the value of over 
a million. 

He withdrew a reference to Mr. Geoghegan 
in a Cumann na nGaedheal election leaflet 
which attributed to Mr. Geoghegan a state- 
nent that Westmeath farmers who come to 
town, having finished their business, turned 
the nearest corner-house in order to avoid 
passing shops where they owed money. 

Mr. Daly said that the licensed trade would 
be shown no mercy if Fianna Fail were the 
‘Jovernment, and the publicans might pull 
down their blinds. 

Mr. Lemass, speaking later, said that so 
far that election had been fought in a clear 
way. He was glad of Mr. Byrne's remarks 
regarding that leaflet. Mr. Geoghegan, he 
said. had received from the solicitor repre- 
senting Cumann na nGaedheal as agent, a 
written spology for the leaflet. He was sorry 
that the statement was being attributed to 
some other unnamed Fianna Fail speaker. If 
it was a libel on Mr. Geoghegan, 1t was 
equally a libel to make it against anybody 
else.

WHY IT 18 NOT WANTED. 


Speaking at Ardagh, Mr. Heffernan, T.D., 
mg that’ there were three good reasons 
azainst the establishment of a Republic here.

had been brought to heel. He went on to 
refer to what Mr. de Valera had promised 
to do if returned to power, and was greeted 
with cries of “He never got tried yet and 
he never will,’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Rice said that the Govern- 
ment had been over seven years in office, and 
during that time had built more houses for 
the Irish people than had been built in the 
previous 45 years. 

A Voice—‘' What is the use of labourers’ 
cottages at 14s. a week to men who are earn- 
ing 30s.?"’ (Laughter.) 

Proceeding, Mr. Rice said that the Govern. 
ment Party and the Government should get 
fair play in an election. (A Voice—~‘‘And 
very little of it.”) De Valera had said that 
he was going to tear up the Treaty, but he 
(Mr. Rice) trusted that the honesty and 
common-sense of people would prevail, and 
that de Valera would not be allowed to have 
another “ round with England.’’ 

FIANNA FAIL AND THE LOAN. 
Three weeks ago the Government launched 
the Third National Loan in order to provide 
housing and work, for the people, and they 
wanted to have the interest on this loan kept 
at home. 7 
This statement was met with repeated cries 
of “Why not keep the land annuities at 
home ?”? | 
When order was again restored, Mr. Rice 
said that the day after the loan had been 
launched members of Fianna Fail went round 
the country saying that the Government was 
done. (Cries of “Up de Valera.’’) They 
said that the country was going into the 
bog of bankruptcy. (A Voice—*' So it is,’’) 
This was no encouragement for people who 
wanted to invest money in the country. The 
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stituency, and t ” 
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policy of the Fianna Fail Party in regard 
to land annuities was in keeping with the 
rest of their policy. 

If the farmers accept de Valera’s advice, 
said Mr. Rice, and withho!d the payment 
of land annuities, within twenty-four hours 
there will be an embargo on all Irish cattle 
going into England. 


MR. O'SULLIVAN. 

Mr, Gearoid O'Sullivan, T.D., was about to 
speak when a voice asked “What about 
Joough Foyle.” “What the hell has that 
got to do with you?” was Mr. O'Sullivan 's 
reply. “Will vou get your hreakfast any 
cheaper in the morning without Lough 
Foyle?” | 

Amidst further interruptions, Mr. 
O'Sullivan went on to say that during the 
'" Black and Tan” fighting, Mr. Geaghogan 
was junior counsel for the British “Local 
Government. Board. and this was the man 
who came down there to suggest that he 
(Mr. O’Suilivan), Sean MacKoin and Dr. 
O'Higgins did not deserve what they got 
from their covntry, 

The cheers and counter-cheers drowned a 
good deal of what Mr. O'Sullivan said. 
When cries of “ Up, de Valera,’ 
yuised by the crowd, Mr. O'Sullivan 
marked: ' I once said the same thing, 
forgive me. I am getting older now.” 

DR. O'HIGGINS, 

Dr. O'Higgins, T.D., dealt with old age pen: 
sions, and said that the bill introduced in the 
Daii was for the purpose of giving increased 
pensions to the aristocracy amongst the old 
age pensioners, and proposed to raise from 
the taxpayers of the country £300,000 per 
annum, which was to be spent in increasin 
“he pensions of aged persons who have £7 
and upwards in the banks, orv who have 
twenty acres of land or more. It did not 
propose to give as much as one halfpenny to 
the poorer and deserving old age pensioners 
who have only the pension to hve on. 

Dr. O'Higgins alaseed to attacks on Mr. 
Sean McEoin hy Mr. Frank Aiken. and. Mr. 
Hugo Flinn, and said that there was not a 
man in the country fit to lick Sean McEoin’s 
hoots. 


THE ISSUE IN THE ELECTION. 


Speaking at Mount Temple this morning, 
Dr. O'tliggins said there was only one issue 
in the elections: whether the. State would 
continue to exist or whether its foundations 
were to be torn up in order to start some 
kind of de Valeran Republic, in which 
freedom will mean that, the biggest man with 
the biggest gun will be able to bully the 
countryside, 


A MILITARY PROBLEM. 


Mr. Brereton Barry, addressing a large 
meeting after last Mase at Drumrainey to- 
day, said the poticy for which Dr. Delany 
stéeod was a clean one, and he asked the 
electors of Longford-Westmeath to send him 
to the Dail te support the Government in 
the constructive wurk that it has been carry- 
ing on during tne fas; eight yeara. 

Continuing, Mr. Barry said that a few days 
ago Mr. F. Ryan, a member of Miss Mac: 
Sweeney's party, said in America that the 
winning of Imsh freedom. and bv that he 
meant the destruction of the Irish Free State, 
was not a legal question, but a military 
problem. ‘‘ You know what that means,’’ he 
added. Jt means the destruction of your 
property, Irishmen taking the lives of Irish- 
men, and a lot of useless bloodshed. If you 
nut Fianna Fail in power, how will they 
deal with the men who want to make war ’ 
Will they have the moral courage to stop 
them, as the Government has done ? If you 
are going to take the risk of civil war and 
hloodsiied, then do not say that you did it 
with your eyes shut. 

De O'Higgins, T.D., warned the people of 
the danger of heeding al! the talk about lan‘! 
annuities not being @ legal debt.

FIANNA FAIL. 


MR. DE VALERA AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


From Our Own Reporter. 
MULLINGA R, Sunday. 

The Rev. |Father Casey, P.P., Ballymore, 
presiding at ja very largely attended meeting 
on the Hill jof Unsneac, said that he hoped 
they would drive from power into obscurity 
the men who were misgoverning the country. 
The people were suffering while those men 
were enjoying the comforts of life. They 
were bleeding Ireland to death. The people 
could stop it, and he hoped that they would. 
The men running the Government were using 
the money raised in taxation to corrupt and 
to bribe, and to recompense those who had 
betrayed Ireland, 

MR. LEMASS. 

Mr. Sean Lemass said that the Minister 
for Agriculture asked the farmers in October, 
1927, to stick it out, and on the 13th April, 
1950, he was obliged again to ask them to 
stick it out. The acreage of all crops had 
decreased since he took up office, and exports 
of butter and bacon had also gone down. 

MR. DE VALERA, | 

Mr. de Valera asked how much more 
prosperous were they to-day than when the 
Treaty was signed. The prosperity that they 
were told about by the newspapers was un- 
know to the farmers and shepkeeners of the 
conntry. Why was the country not happy 
and prosperous? It was because the policy 
that led to depopulation ‘in the past had not 
been changed. They had no industry but 
agviculture, and they were now England's 
best customer. 

They purchased British goods to give 
employment to British workmen, while Irish- 
men had to seek employment in the United 
States. In 1928 the country imported 34 
million pounds worth of goods that could 
be provided or manufactured here at home. 
here was no country that could so easily 
deal with its unemployed problem as this one. 

The solution was that they should manvu- 
facture for themselves things that they were 
importing. The Free State had power to 
protect industry in the twenty-six counties, 
but was not using it to the full. 

As to the five millions sent annually to 
“ngland in respect of land annuities and 
R.1.C. pensions, there was no legal excuse 
for that export. That five millions in ore 
year would defray the cost of the Shannon 
scheme, and the next vear it could be used 
for developing industry, which would provide 
all the boots, shoes and wearing apparel 
required by the people. 

THE CANDIDATE, 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., said that the 
land annuities should be retained in the 
national treasury. As a lawyer, he declared 
that there was no obligation to pay them to 
England. There could be no prosperity while 
the country was being needlessly drained of 
its wealth in this way. 

Mr. de Valera to-night also addressed 
meeting at Castlepollard, and Mr. Lemass 
spoke at Moate. 


THE BATTLE OF 
CLONTARF. 


MR. DE VALERA EXPLAINS. 
From Ovr Own Reporter. 
GRANARD, Sunday. 

Speaking at Granard to-day, Mr. de Valera 
said that the present Government, instead 
of using whatever powers they had to end 
British policy, were using them to continue 
it. Whatever use he made of reference to 
the battle of Clontarf in America had been 
made in a sensible way. He said that 250 
years of struggle against Danes was ended 
with the battle of Clontarf. . The Irish, he 
said, had been struggling against British 
rule for 750 years, and was there a man 
amongst them who would not .wish to see 
en FE ended in Ireland. They hoped 
to see British power as completely destroyed 
as the power of the Danes. Men who talked 
about the republic a few years ago talked 
of something different now. What, he 
inquired, “h England done so suddeniy 
that we should. fall in love with her. Did 
they think that England held the Irish 
people for their good. Let no one 
think that the fish people had 
suddenly grown in love with Britain 
While Ireland's population had been reduced 
from eight and a quarter millions to four ad 
a quarter. Every other country had doubled 
its population. Ireland should now have 
seventeen millions, and even then it would 
not be as thickly populated as Belgium was 
at present. | 

The Free State Government had done 
nothing to provide alternative markets for 
Irish produce, and what England wanted 
was to have the Irish people in her power 
to such an extent that she could purchase 
Irish produce at her own price. Ireland to- 
day was buying more British goods than 
even India. 

IRISH MATERIALS. 

Why did we not get even grain and grind 
our own flour. he asked, instead of allowing 
Liverpool mills do it for us? In buying 
British goods we were providing employment 
for foreigners, and leaving our own people 
idle. Did they ever hear such an imbecile 
reason as that given by the Free State 
Minister, who said that we could not manu- 
facture Trish boots because we had not 
sufficient skilled hands In a few months our 
people who emigrated to America learned to 
operate machines, and was it the crossing of 
the ocean that gave them brains. He was 
certain that in Massachusetts there were 
enough Irish people idle who would return 
home and give us all the instruction neces- 
sary. Why were we importing Belgian tiles 
for housing, while there are in Killaloe slates 
considered so good that the people of Glasgow 
want them? A Government interested in the 
country would see that Irish materials were 
used for the peonle’s use. We had all the 
fundamentals, and all that was necessary was 
organisation and leadership. Ireland had no 
public Press through which Fianna Fail 
arguments could reach the public, and that 
was why he spent the past six months in 
America, to make sure that in future the 
people would have a public Press that would 
give the opposition viewpoint, and not 
strangle it as in the past.

The very limited tariff policy of the Govern- 
ment had provided work for 15,000 workers 
in the Free State, and that result pointed 
the road that they should.travel if they were 
to end the twin evils of unemployment and 
emigration.

HOUSES WANTED, 

The housing question was another of the 
great problems. Fifty-five thousand houses 
were required in 1926, according to the 
census, and since then the grants to en- 
courage building had heen reduced. Sixty- 
eight thousand people were living in houses 
unfit for habitation in Dublin. In-no city in 
Europe of the same size were the housing 
conditions as bad as in Dublin, and yet no 
serious effort was made to tackle the problem. 
Fianna Fail recommended the datallishinent 
of a board, financed and controlled by the 
rovernment, empowered to build or secure 
the building ef the houses required 
within a ten ‘years’ period. In Tip- 
ery there was a factory employing 

men which provided slates to the Glas. 
gow Corporation for their housing schemes, 
but that Tipperary industry had not suc. 
ceeded in selling one slate to the Dublin City 
Commissioners, who were controlled by the 
Government. 

Under the ultimate finance settlement they 
were paying five million a year to Britain, 
and Mr. Gavan Duffy. a lawyer and a 
signatory of the Treaty, said that since 
Clause 5 disappeared they were not bound 
to pay England one penny. If they withheld 
the three million land annuities England 
would not do against them the illegal things 
which Cumann na nGaedheal predicted, be- 
cause the Free State bought 48 million 
pounds’ worth of goods from her, and Eng- 
land would not jeopardise this market. tt 
was admitted that they need not pay the 
million and more sent to England for R.I.C. 
pensions. England wanted to pay them and 
General Sean MacEoin said that the Govern. 
ment could not accept England’s offer. The 
saving of that money would enable them to 
pay 15s, old age pensions, or take ten per 
cent. off taxation. They had got to try and 
bring up their social services to the game 
standard of those of the Six Counties if they 
were to offer these counties an inducement 
tu come into a united Ireland’ That could be 
done if they ended the sénseless expenditure 
that conferred no benefit on the people— 
expenditure such as the cost ofthe Senate, 
the Governor-General and things of the kind. 
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LABOUR MEETINGS. 


MH. O'CONNELL, T.D., AND

SENATOR AND MR. DE 
VALERA’S SPEECH. 
Senator J. T. O'Farrell, speaking in Clon- 
mellon, yesterday, in support of the Labour 
candidate, said that in the twenty-five years 
between 1901 and 1926 the acreage under 
corn, root and green crops in Longford and 
Westmeath had decreased by 15,000 acres, or 
24 per cent. In the same period the popula- 
tion had decrease: by 11,000, or 10 per cent. 
Milch cows had decreased by 3,000 and cattle 
of all kinds by 4,000. There were 57,000 less 
sheep, cr a decrease of 35 per cent., and 
18,000 less pigs, o: a decrease of 5Q per cent, 

Poultry alone had increased by ó1 per cent. 

These figures indicated an alarming 
tendency to decay, both in material wealth 
and in population, and pointed unmistakably 
to the real prohlems with which the State 
was confroated, and to which politicians and 
statesmen should address themselves.

AUSTRALIAN SECURITIES. 


In Many other directions there is scope for 
improvement, when world conditions ag re- 
gards trade, unemployment, and commodity 
prices ate more favourable. The first indica- 
tions of a change in these directions would 
probably be followed by a reaction in gilt- 
edged sécurities’ because such indications 
would’ be regarded as pointing to a revival of 
industrial. activity.

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BUSINESS STILL QUIET. 


(From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
Business in this centre generally eontinues 
on the quiet. side, and, taken on.the whole, 
present demand is barely sufficient to absorb 
available supplies of most commodities. The 
great hopes thas international trade would ere 
this have recovered-some of its buoyancy, and 
that more normal conditions would prevail, 
have been. completely falsified. It is true that 
in certain directions there are some signs of 
improvement, but it is becoming ‘increasingly 
clear that ‘considerable readjustments have 
still to be effected in the fields of industry and 
finance, both nationally and internationally, 
before anything in the nature of a sustained 
upward movement in the world trade can 
again take place, and these remarks apply 
equally to Lancashire and the North of Eng- 
land. The precipitous fall in the prices of 
staple commodities during the recent months 
has already embarrassed so seriously manv 
important raw material producing countries 
that, even if it were possible to assume that 
the fall has now been arrested, a long time 
must elapse before these countries are in a 
position to resume purchases of manufactured 
goods on anything like their previous scale. 
Conditions in industrial countries also are still 
some way from stability, as the fall in the 
raw material pricés has thrown out of adjust- 
ment the various elements entering into cost 
of production, and has intensified interna- 
tional competition in many directions, Arr‘ 
vals of Danish and Swedish butter, bacon and 
eggs to the North of England last week-end 
are larger than the previous week, and much 
in excess Of those at the corresponding period 
of last year, and, taken on the whole, the 
provision ‘market generally rules quiet. So far 
as bacon is concerned, there appears to be a 
more confident feeling, and at the weekly 
meeting of the Bacon Committee, Danish, 
Swedish and Dutch ‘were all advanced 2s. per 
cwt., so far as the North was concerned ; Irish 
cures are 2%. to 3s. déarer, and the market 
rules stleadv Jn butter no change is recorded 
in the Danish official quotation; which again 
stands at 215 kroner per 100 kilos. 
At .the corresponditig period of last 
vear the figure was 273 kroner, and in 1928 
9 kroner. Weather conditions are favour- 
able to production, and; although the tinning 
season has commenced in Denmark, the sur- 
plus of Continental butters should be more 
current demands. Irish 
creameries in increasing supply; and rather 
per cwt..

trade continues quiet. and rather. below the 
average for the pe of the year. . 
At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday there 
was a falling-off in the number of live stock 
nned, but, notwithstanding this, a slow 
trade was experienced, and sellers could only 
effect a clearance at easier At the 
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Associated Tin. Mines of Nigeris, Ltd., was 
held on-F last in Lon : 
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ton. Asthe present price of the metal was very 
substantially below the average world cost 
of production it was obvious that such a 
level could not endure. The production for 
the. year was 3,062 tons of concentrates, or 
just about equal to that of the preceding 
eighteen months. Since January last they 
had reduced the rate of production from an 
approximate monthly return of 250 tons to 
a maximum of 200 tons a month. They had 
cordially accepted and would loyally observe 
the policy recommended by the Tin Pro- 
ducers’ Association to reduce output to 80 
per cent. of the 1929 figure. Had the 
position been taken in hand betimes quite a 
trivial measure of regulation would have 
maintained the commodity at a reasonable 
and remunerative price. 

The balance of profit for the year amounted 
to £98,527, which included a small balance of 
£7,156 resulting from their participation in 
the formation of the Nigerian Electricity 
Supply Corporation. The provision of power 
to some areas on the field should commence 
during this summer, in accordance with the pro- 
gramme originally formulated. The company 
owned about 5,000 of the Preference shares 
and, approximately, half the Ordinary share 
capital of the power undertaking, which in 
due course should prove a valuable and 
profitable holding. Of the investment total 
of £258,160, £164,847 represented holdings 
in producing companies on the plateau which 
were quoted on the Stock Exchange, and it 
was satisfactory that, inspite of a steady 
decline in the market values of tin 
securities, they had suffered a deprecia- 
tion of under £9,700; taking, instead of 
cost, the basis of market prices at the 
end of last year, which were approximately 
the same as the market quotations now. ‘hey 
were applying £40,000 out of profits as an 
allocation to the reserve fund to cover not 
only this sma.! depreciation, but also any 
possible further depreciation or loss should 
the depression continue. 

DIVIDEND POSSIBILITIES. 

The financial position of the company was 
a reasonably strong one. Apart from its 
mining investments and loans, its fluid assets 
exceeded current liabilities by nearly £158,000, 
and, speaking yenerally, where a company 
had earned a profit on its year’s working 
sufficient to pay a dividend to its share- 
holders, after providing adequately for 
depreciation and a sum to carry forward. it 
was only, to his mind, under very excep- 
tional circumstances that a dividend should 
be withheld. Until quite recently he had 
hoped that the directors would have been 
able to submit a resolution to pay a dividend 
on the past year’s working; but the further 
heavy fall in the price of the metal that had 
lately occurred, and the unsettled outlook 
both in the metal market and general trade 
position, had compelled them to revise their 
programme. He trusted that any continued 
eps of depression was highly improbable, 

ut they must be armed against it. If the 
price of tin revived, and the greater part of 
their profit—over £90,000—was not allocated, 
but was available in the carry forward, 
the directors would gladly embrace the oppor- 
tunity of paying an interim dividend when 
it would be distributed without endangering 
the prospects of the business. i 

The outstanding feature that testified to 
the importance and great value of their under- 
taking was the assurance that their pro- 
pertics contained large bodies of payable 
ore which would maintain the present rate 
of output for many years to come. Last year 
they took out of the property over 3,000 
tons of ore, but since Ist January last no 
less than 9,000 additional tons of payable 
ore had been located, bringing up the actual 
reserves to the handsome figure of over 31,000 
tons, and their engineers were confident that 
the presence of additional important deposits 
would be disclosed as the result of scout 
drilling during the current year, offering 
further proof—if proof were needed—of the 
essential stability of the company’s position 
and of its assured prosperity when happier 
conditions came to prevail in the tin industry. 

Mr. J. G. Foley said he thought the results 
which had been achieved fully justified the 
amalgamation, and they had been able to 
develop the property on a much more exten- 
sive scale than would have been possible 
under the old conditions. They were to-day 
in a better position to face their difficulties, 
and, as soon as a better price for the metal 
obtained, the shareholders would receive far 
better returns than they would have got on 
the old basis. He would be surprised if, by 
the end of another eighteen months, their out- 
put was not nearer 50,000 tons than 350,000 
tons, and he made that assertion with a 
reputation extending over eighteen yeats. 
He thought that the company to-day, thanks 
to the centralisation and combination of 
interests, was in a very happy position, and, 
if the metal reached a reasonable price, he 
would be greatly surprised if, when the share- 
holders met next year, they did not realise 
what a good thing it was that this state of 
affairs had been brought about. 

The report and accounts were adopted.
